Mr. Su introduced agenda item 4(b)(1) and provided an overview of the proposed changes to the 8 
above-listed regulation concerning CPR requirements and the general reasoning behind the 9 
adjustments. Dr. Lee requested clarification for the draft and Mr. Su made a note that a draft had not 10 
been included in the meeting materials. Discussion ensued among Dr. Lee, Dr. Johl, and Mr. Su regarding 11 
options for making adjustments. Dr. Lee made a motion to approve the adjustments as discussed and for 12 
a draft to be prepared for review at the next Board meeting. Ms. McIntyre seconded the motion. All were 13 
in favor. Motion passed. 14
